manner of doing it, wo ought to tran> 
quiliso our miDds on that point, and 
not loBe time in idle discussion 
as to its advisability, but oarefully 
consider those points in relation to our 
future status as an integral part of tbo 
Dominion and tho advantages thai will 
accrue to us thereby. As to tho time 
when wo shull become a portion of the 
great Confederation wo need in no- 
wise trouble ourselves. It will bo done 
whenever oircumstancos are sufficionu 
ly favorablo for tho consummation, ana 
not one hour sooner or later — any 
movement on our part pro or con, not-* 
withstanding. The only tonublo and 
the most roasonablo objections to tho 
federation havo boeu on the part of 
those who dreaded the application of 
the Canadian tariff to our iarming 
products; their solicitude arose from 
the infanoy of our agricultural oper- 
ations, and the supposed inability of 
our tillers of the soil to oopo with tho 
advanco in cultivation mado by tho 
farmers of tho neighboring Kopublic— 
the objectors expressing the fear that 
the low prices at which tho latter can 
profitably supply our markets would 
have the effeot of excluding our own 
products, ruining our agriculturists, 
and making us onco moro dep'ndont 
on foreign productions for tho supply 
of onr own market*; bosidos iijoroas- 
iDg tho exportation of coin for what 
we could very well oroate at home. 
Such arguments would hold good 
wore our farmers in the same condition 
they wore in in the days of Free Port; 
but our agriculturists are already far 
odvanood and boforo wo shall bo culled 
to take onr place in the Confederation 
every appliance for improved and more 
extended cultivation will bo brought 
to bear on our arable lands. Our 
flocks and herds will have so increased 
that importations of fanning products 
will bo no longer remunerative, u:id 
we shall enter the Dominion perfectly 
competent to hold our own. It has 
even been asserted bore that the hoads 
of departments in Canada aro mon 
less capablo of conducting tho affairs of 
a nation such as tho Dominion 
will undoubtedly becomo than 
the gontlemon now ruling tho 
destinies of Grout Britain in 
Downing Stroot ; this is equally an 
error; tho Canadian Ministry is com- 
posed of men who in point of intellect 
and adininistrati vo experience will 
compare favourably with any Govern- 
ment in tho world; and being untram- 
melled with any traditional or conven" 
tional oodo of politieaiTulu^, they aro 
free to adopt tho most enlightened 
principles or to rejoci what has been 
found to bo ineffoctivo in other parts of 
tho world. Thus wo shall bo planed 
in tho hands of men possessing the 
ability requisite tor their high functions 
and who, tempered by the cxperionco 
of, and comparison with o\hur nations 
will be warnod of all tho bnu"s and 
Bunkon rocks in tho way of yood 
government. It is oiiRy to conouit 
that tho ILomo Government guarded 
against an; unstoadinoss in harnoss on 
tho part of moo unusod to conduct tho 
affairs of an immense torritory that 
will oro long contain a population of 
many millions; and for that reason 
rotainod 6uch powers in its own hands 
aB would onablo it to repress or re- 
move any incongruity; wo feel ovory 
confidence, however, that that rest aint 
will bo wholly unuocossary with tbo 
mon now holding tho reins of tho 
Canadian Governmont. What a grand 
task is thoirs : laying tho foundation 
of what may bo the greatest empire of 
modem tlmos ! Ours in relation to 
our own community is not less import- 
ant ; our present duty is to delermino 
tho fuluro position which this portion 
of tho Dominion shall sustain in tho 
Confederacy. To comprohond the im- 
portance of this duty wo must pusH in 
reviow our various advantages of proi 
duotion and position, \V"o hold tho 
gales of tho Confederacy to iho Paci-< 
fio, Through this Colony munt pass 
all the immonso Lrafflo which will bo 



lay down at prices that must exclude 
all competition. Our gold fields, 
with a plentiful supply of cheap provi- 
sions, will bo extensively worked ; 
diggings that aro now pas-sod by with 
contempt will pay from two and a half 
to fivo dollars por day pur man, over 
an enormous surface, by which many 
thousands will bo enabled to earn what 
would bo very good wages anywhere 
else — all consuming the produce of onr 
farms, and leaving a good margin for 
luxuries, tho duly on which will amply 
compensate tho General Government 
for any present outlay, and pay for the 
construction of various pormaneut and 
valuablo improvements in this Pro- 
vince, while tho lucal Government will 
enjoy a liberal subsidy that will render 
additional taxation almost Unnecessary. 
Undor Confederation wo shall havo 
the truo panacea for our ills— Kosponsi- 
ble Government and tho propor amount 
of representation to look alter our in- 
terests at Ottawa.

Good Advice fhom an Un kxpkctkd 
Qoabteh.— The Saa JFraocieco Bulletin, 
BpeakiDg of Annexn'ion, says : Tho firs' 
error which nearly ull British colonists ruu 
inio is in tho adoption of a clumsy and ex- 
pansive administration. It is liko a boy at- 
tempting to walk swift fully and gracefully 
in hia father's boots. Tho little colouios are 
oyerstocked wilh "pomp and circumstance." 
This isolation, instead of inspiring inde- 
pendence, as it nlways does in tho new 
States of tho Uaioo, seems to create a 
suoogor sense ol dependence upon the 
mother country. For instance, the Colony 
ofliriiah Columbia is in a languishing con- 
dition. But within that country there are 
demerits of vast wealth. That colony is 
shut out of the market of the United Stales, 
bat has all tho real of tho world to trade 
with. Her timber might go to every mori* 
•time port on the globe. And no city is 
raoro favorably situated than Victoria to be- 
come the centre of great fishiDR interests. 
There are too many of these colonists, we 
euapect, woiting lor something ta turn up, 
and not enough determined to turn things 
up for themselves. The last thing to be 
heard from an ameiioan settler in a new 
territory ia that the Government interferes 
-with bis prosperity. But this is the first 
thiog that the British oolonist brings for* 
word as his grieviiDce. And he is loud in 
his protestations thai unless ha has more 
nursing and fott-ring ho w 11 become a 
blighted colorist. Now if all ilicse colonial 
babies were taken in and rocked in a Republf 
can cradle, we doubt if the evils complained of 
would be radically cured." 

TnE Snip Isaac Jeans.— American Consul 
Francis aud Cu.pt Boyling camo down from 
Nanaimo yes erday, having failed in inducing 
the soamen of the American ship Isa ic Jeans 
to return to their work. It Beems the met) 
took advantage of the ohango in the port of 
loading of the ship to set up an excuse for 
tho otverr.pt at extortion they made in de- 
manding fifty dollars for tho ran from Na- 
naimo to San Francisco.
